With  large  numbers 
of  coins  ‘in  circulation’  prices  are  relatively  low,  and  generally  within  the  reach  of  the 

‘average’  collector. 

This  book  provides  a  comprehensive  view  of  this  fascinating  field  of  collecting.  The 
numerous  illustrations  form  a  guide  to  the  commonly  found  coins  which  can  be 
obtained  inexpensively  from  coin  fairs,  bric-a-brac  markets  and  junk  shops.  A  number 
of  magnificent  rarities  are  also  illustrated  for  the  daydreamer  in  every  collector. 
Practical  information  is  given  on  the  problems  of  buying  and  selling;  condition  and 
quality;  forgeries,  fakes  and  copies;  cleaning  and  preservation;  mints  and  mintmarks; 
numismatic  terms,  and  much  more.  A  series  of  illustrated  ‘excursions’  delves  into  the 

coins  of  Roman  Egypt,  Palestine  and  Britain. 

An  essential  handbook  for  all  collectors  of  coins  -  whether  experienced  or  complete 
newcomers  to  the  field  -  Roman  coins  and  how  to  collect  them  will  also  be  of  great 
value  to  coin  dealers  and  anyone  with  an  interest  in  Roman  times  and  their  artefacts. 

John  Fox  currently  teaches  Religious  Studies  and  works  in  Community  Education  at 
a  senior  comprehensive  school  in  Oxford  city.  A  graduate  of  Oxford  University  and  of 
the  Gregorian  University  in  Rome,  he  trained  and  worked  as  a  clergyman  before 
taking  up  teaching.  A  keen  amateur  archaeologist,  his  interest  and  expertise  in  the 
field  of  Roman  coins  stems  partly  from  his  involvement  in  archaeological  ‘digs’  during 
yeais  spent  living  in  Rome.  Alongside  several  sparetime  responsibilities  in  the 
community  and  local  government,  he  also  finds  time  to  lecture  for  the  Mary  Rose 
Trust  on  the  archaeology  of  the  Tudor  warship  recently  raised  from  the  Solent.

With  Ontario's  capital  Toronto  celebrating  its  150th  anniversary  this  year,  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  has  coined  a  new  silver  dollar.  Following  a  tradition  initiated  in  1935,  this 
commemorative  coin  is  the  19th  such  special-occasion  issue  to  be  introduced  to  the  market. 
This  latest  specimen  depicts  Toronto’s  skyline  with  impressive  sharpness,  the  figure  of  an 
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ROYAL  CANADIAN  MINT  1984  SILVLR  DOLLAR 


Indian  paddling  his  canoe  in  the  foreground.  David  Craig,  the  designer,  has  juxtaposed  these 
two  motifs  to  present  an  image  that  would  at  once  symbolize  Toronto's  present  and  past.  As 
with  all  Canadian  coins,  the  obverse  is  the  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  by  Arnold  Machin, 
OBE. 

This  new  silver  dollar  measures  36.07  mm  in  diameter  and  has  a  weight  of  23.33  grams.  50 
per  cent,  of  the  metal  content  is  silver  with  a  fineness  of  .500.

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SOME  CHANGES  AT  SEABY’S 

Readers  of  the  Bulletin  who  happened  to  notice  a  change  in  the  list  of  Directors  in  our  March 
issue  may  have  wondered  what  was  happening.  At  the  end  of  January  I  retired  from  the 
management  of  B.  A.  Seaby  Limited  following  the  successful  completion  of  negotiations  with 
Messrs.  Batsford,  the  London  publishing  house,  who  have  now  acquired  a  controlling  interest 
in  the  company.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  my  successor  as  Chairman,  Alexander 
Cox,  who  is  also  chairman  of  Batsford.  Alex  is  52,  has  an  Oxford  degree  in  engineering, 
became  a  chartered  accountant,  joined  Batsford  in  1968  and  has  been  chairman  of  that 
company  since  1978.  Laurence  Brown  will  continue  as  Managing  Director,  and  Frank  Purvey 
and  Stephen  Mitchell  have  been  joined  on  the  Board  by  Ian  Moore  of  Batsford. 

Batsford  are  well-known  as  publishers  of  non-fiction  books,  specializing  in  chess,  crafts  and 
archaeology,  as  well  as  books  on  other  subjects.  The  Batsford  family  business  began  as 
booksellers  in  1854  and  they  have  been  publishers  since  1878.  The  Seaby  family  acquired  a 
financial  interest  in  Batsford  in  the  1920s  about  the  time  that  they  published  some  of  the  art 
history  books  of  my  grandfather.  Professor  Allen  W.  Seaby.  I  am  confident  that  the  reputa¬ 
tion  and  the  standard  of  service  which  Seaby 's  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  in  the  past  will 
be  sustained  by  the  new  management,  which  combines  both  ‘new  blood’  and  continuity. 

As  for  myself,  I  have  had  some  health  problems  since  the  summer  of  1982,  when  an 
accident  during  apple-picking  resulted  in  a  spinal  fracture.  I  am  now  ‘almost  EF'  again,  but  I 
do  welcome  the  opportunity  of  a  less  hectic  life.  Not  that  I  am  likely  to  be  totally  idle.  I 
anticipate  being  in  the  office  one  day  a  week  in  the  capacity  of  consultant  (normally  on  a 
Tuesday)  and  will  be  delighted  to  see  old  friends  and  clients  who  may  wish  to  see  me.  I  plan  to 
do  some  work  at  home  on  one  or  two  Seaby  publications  and,  hopefully,  some  other 
numismatic  writing,  as  well  as  having  a  little  more  time  for  other  interests. 

I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  my  career  as  a  coin  dealer,  particularly  the  friendships  it  has  led 
to  with  collectors  and  dealers  in  many  countries  of  the  world.  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  those  who  have  written  with  good  wishes  on  my  retirement  to  whom  I 
may  not  have  replied  personally.  I  now  look  forward  to  quite  a  few  years  of ‘amateur*  status!

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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Our  front  cover  illustration  this  month  is  a  shilling  of  Charles  II  of  the  first  hammered 
coinage  by  Thomas  Simon. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Thomas  Rawlins  had  been  appointed  Chief  Engraver  by  Charles  I,  a 
post  confirmed  by  Charles  II,  his  only  known  work  of  this  period  are  badges  and  medals. 
Thomas  Simon  seems  to  have  been  in  actual  possession  of  the  office  with  a  salary  of  £50  per 
annum,  £20  more  than  Rawlins,  a  somewhat  strange  situation  in  view  of  Simon’s  involvement 
with  the  making  of  dies  for  the  Commonwealth  and  Protectorate  which  might,  under¬ 
standably,  have  put  him  in  dis-favour  at  the  Restoration.  Simon's  slowness  in  completing 
the  dies  exasperated  the  King.  The  likelihood  is  that  he  considered  the  task  an  insult  to  his 
abilities  and  the  means  of  striking  unable  fully  to  reflect  the  fine  quality  of  his  engraving. 

This  latter  point,  although  valid,  does  not  prevent  us  appreciating  the  superlative  workman¬ 
ship  of  England's  finest  engraver  when  seen  on  coins  of  such  quality  as  the  one  illustrated 
here. 

Towards  the  end  of  1661  the  King  invited  the  Roettier  brothers,  John  and  Joseph,  to  come 
over  from  the  Netherlands  to  help  prepare  the  dies  for  the  new  milled  coinage  and  although  it 
was  intended  that  Simon  would  work  with  them  friction  soon  developed  and  the  Roettiers' 
pattern  crown  of  1662  and  Simon's  “Petition”  crown  the  following  year  was  the  result. 

Despite  his  bitterness  at  having  his  work  rejected,  although  of  undoubtedly  superior  design 
and  execution,  (probably  because  he  was  nearly  a  year  late  submitting  his  coin)  Simon  con¬ 
tinued  to  make  the  dies  for  some  of  the  smaller  denominations  and  also  for  medals  and  seals. 
His  last  work,  the  Dominion  of  the  Seas  medal  with  the  portrait  of  Charles  II  rendered  in  the 
very  finest  detail,  was  completed  only  two  months  before  his  death  during  the  Great  Plague  of 
1665.  Sec  El 33.

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A  SHORT  NOTE  ON  A  HITHERTO  UNPUBLISHED 
ARAB-SASANIAN  DIRHEM  OF  ‘ATTAB  B.  WARQA‘  AL-RIYAHI

The  Zubayrid  general  ‘Attab  b.  Warqa'  al-Riyahi  was  governor  of  Jayy  (Isfahan.  Iran)  from 
A.H.  68  to  c.  A.H.  72  (A.D.  687-691)  during  a  complex  period  of  Civil  War  when  the 
Umayyads,  Zubayrids  and  Kharijites  vied  for  supremacy  of  the  Arab  World.  He  was  deputy 
to  Mus'ab  ibn  al-Zubair,  brother  of  rival  Caliph  ‘Abdallah  ibn  al-Zubair  and  governor  of  al- 
Basrah  (A.H.  66-7,  and  again  68  until  72)  and  al-Kufah  (A.H.  67-72).  One  of  the  few  written 
sources  for  this  governor  is  the  thirteenth-century  historian  Ibn  al-Athir  who  mentions  the 
following  for  the  year  A.H.  68:1 

“And  in  that  year,  Mus‘ab  ordered  ‘Attab  b.  Warqa‘  al-Riyahi,  his  adjutant2  at  Isfahan, 
to  go  to  Rayy  and  fight  its  people,  for  their  having  supported  the  Kharijites  against 
Yazid  b.  al-Haith  b.  Ruwaym,  and  for  their  having  placed  their  city  at  their  disposal. 
‘Attab  went  there,  descended  upon  and  fought  them,  they  being  under  the  command  of 
al-Farrukhan  (the  Ispahbad).  ‘Attab  pressed  against  them  in  battle,  and  took  the  city  by 
storm,  took  booty  from  within  it,  and  conquered  the  other  fortresses  of  the  area."3 

Ibn  al-Athir  is  a  good  historian  but  he  wrote  over  500  years  after  this  event  took  place  and, 
unlike  most  Arabic  historians,  he  does  not  name  and  quote  words  of  his  sources  but  puts  them 
all  together  into  one  smooth  narrative;  sometimes  he  draws  conclusions  from  his  sources.4  His 
narratives  do  not  distinguish  his  conclusions  from  his  sources,  but  it  is  generally  accepted  that 
Tabari5  is  one  of  the  main  sources  he  used  for  early  Arab  history.  A  few  years  ago  the  writer 
acquired  an  interesting  silver  dirhem  of  ‘Attab  b.  Warqa‘  al-Riyahi,  year  A.H.  68  and  Jayy 
mint,  which  is  the  first  known  coin  of  this  governor,  and  fits  perfectly  within  part  of  Ibn  al- 
Athir’s  chronology.  However,  he  is  the  only  historian  to  place  ‘Attab's  attack  on  Rayy  at 
A.H.  68;  all  others  place  it  at  A.H.  72  according  to  Prince  Caetani's  Chronographia  Islamica 
which  brings  together  all  of  the  reports  of  the  Arabic  historians  for  the  Umayyad  period.6  It 
also  mentions  that  in  A.H.  68  the  Kharijites  besieged  ‘Attab  in  Jayy  for  several  months,  but 
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he  finally  broke  out,  surprised  and  killed  their  leader.  So  it  is  possible  that  in  his  conclusions, 
Ibn  al  Athir  put  together  the  Khanjite  siege  of  Jayy  of  A.H.  68  with  ‘Attab's  attack  on  Rayy 
of  A.H.  72.  Or  he  could  be  correct,  since  in  A.H.  72  the  Umayyad  Caliph  ‘Abd  al  Malik  ibn 
Marwan  was  trying  to  reconquer  Iraq  from  the  Zubayrids.7  During  that  summer  he  defeated 
the  Zubayrid  army  at  the  battle  of  Deir  Al  Jail  and  Mus‘ab  ibn  al-Zubair  was  killed.  Also 
earlier  that  year  the  great  Zubayrid  general  Al  Muhallab  ibn  Abi  Sufra,  who  had  been  pre¬ 
viously  engaged  in  war  against  the  Kharijites,  had  defected  to  the  Umayyad  side  and  sworn 
allegiance  to  ‘Abd  al  Malik.  Now,  with  both  al  Basrah  and  al-Kufah  in  his  possession,  Abd  al 
Malik  was  making  plans  for  the  final  campaign  against  his  rival  ‘Abdallah  ibn  al  Zubair, 
under  the  command  of  his  great  general  al  Hajjaj  ibn  Yusuf.  Thus  with  the  tide  having  turned 
in  the  Umayyad's  favour,  it  seems  unlikely  to  the  waiter  that  if ‘Attab  were  still  in  control  of 
Jayy  he  would  be  mounting  in  A.H.  72  his  campaign  that  resulted  in  his  capture  of  Rayy.  This 
must  have  occurred  before  A.H.  72,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  more  coins  of  this  governor  will 
be  found  to  shed  more  light  in  this  puzzling  period  of  Arab  Civil  War.

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SUMMER  SCHOOL  IN  GREEK  AND  ROMAN  COINAGES 

♦ 

Following  the  successful  summer  schools  in  Papyrology  (1982)  and  Epigraphy  (1983)  a 
similar  school  in  Greek  and  Roman  numismatics  will  be  held  at  the  Institute  of  Classical 
Studies,  31—34  Gordon  Square,  London  WC1H  OPY  from  Monday  2  July  to  Friday  6  July 
1984. 

The  purpose  of  the  school  will  be  to  introduce  the  principles  of  numismatic  study  to 
students  of  Ancient  History  and  Classical  Archaeology.  The  methods  of  recording  and  study 
will  be  discussed,  and  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  reading  of  coins  and  on  the  deductions 
that  may  come  from  the  observation  of  details.  The  programme  will  include  an  afternoon 
handling  coins  in  the  British  Museum.  Several  sessions  will  be  devoted  to  the  detailed  analysis 
of  particular  coinages,  under  the  guidance  of  specialists  from  the  British  Museum  and  invited 
speakers  from  elsewhere.  The  course  will  be  particularly  useful  for  graduates  of  history  and 
archaeology,  but  other  interested  persons  are  of  course  welcome  to  attend. 

The  fee  for  registration  will  be  £25  payable  in  advance.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  twenty-five 
places  available,  and  the  closing  date  for  registration  will  be  31  May  1984.

HUNGARY  SHOWS  HER  MEDALS 

TERENCE  MULLALY 

There  are  at  the  moment  some  odd  clicking  noises  in  the  Wolverhampton  Art  Gallery.  They  come  from 
the  exhibition  of  “Modern  Hungarian  Medals.”  For  the  uninitiated  it  is  all  very  perplexing.  Little 
protuberances  emerge  from  a  polished  steel  surface.  It  is  from  them  that  the  sound  comes,  while  nearby 
metal  balls,  impelled  by  some  mysterious  power,  move  on  top  of  an  object  that  looks  as  if  it  has  strayed 
from  a  nearby  factory. 

The  exhibition,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  British  Art  Medal  Society,  is  the  first  major  exhibition  it  has 
brought  from  abroad.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  society's  chairman  is  Graham  Pollard,  the  Deputy 
Director  of  the  Fitzwilliam  and  the  world’s  most  respected  authority  on  Renaissance  medals,  and  its  two 
secretaries  are  Mark  Jones,  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  of  the  British  Museum,  and  Ron 
Dutton,  one  of  the  finest  living  medallists. 

What  is  the  exhibition,  which  on  April  6  comes  to  Goldsmiths’  Hall  in  London,  all  about?  The  very 
location,  Goldsmiths'  Hall,  with  all  its  connotations,  and  the  fact  that  the  exhibition  then  goes  on  to 
Christ  Church,  Oxford,  suggest  that  it  must  be  both  serious  and  unusually  important.  Many  of  the 
objects  in  this  exhibition  speak  to  us  of  the  world  in  which  we  live,  others  touch  upon  time-hallowed 
truths  and  not  a  few  of  them  are  amusing,  something  rare  in  art  today.  Vasari,  the  subject  of  two  of  the 
medals  on  view,  would  have  approved.  The  exhibition  is  about  two  things.  It  tells  us  about  the  medal  as 
an  art  form  and  at  the  same  time  it  is  about  Hungary.  Both  are  important.  They  are  more  crucial  than  is 
yet  generally  realised.  In  1984  the  very  word  “medal”  presents  difficulties.  The  fact  that  for  most  people 
it  conjures  up  war  medals  and  decorations  is  an  indication  that  until  very  recently  the  medal  had  ceased 
to  be  an  art  form  in  which  much  was  happening.  That  this  is  no  longer  true  is  proved  by  one  of  the 
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medals  shortly  to  he  issued  to  its  members  by  the  British  Art  Medal  Society.  It  is  by  Lynn  Chadwick, 
one  of  the  few  sculptors  who  really  matters. 

The  medal  has  a  long,  in  fact  a  brilliant  history  which  dates  from  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century, 
and  Pisanello.  It  includes  the  beautiful  medals  of  the  Renaissance,  those  splendid,  bold  objects  produced 
in  the  age  of  the  Baroque,  the  long  history  of  the  French  medal  and  the  extraordinary  resurgence  of  the 
art  in  the  19th  century.  We  in  England  have  produced  magnificent  medals.  William  Wyon,  who  died  in 
1851,  the  greatest  of  a  family  of  splendid  medallists,  produced  some  very  fine  work.  During  the  20th 
century,  particularly  since  the  Great  War.  the  art  of  the  medal  has  been  sadly  debased.  In  England  we 
had  until  very  recently  reached  the  point  where  the  medal  had  been  so  bastardised  that  horrid 
meretricious  objects  produced  by  so-called  mints  actually  passed  as  being  valuable.  They  are 
aesthetically  contemptible.  Even  the  word  medal  had  subtly  given  way  to  medallion. 

The  British  Art  Medal  Society  came  into  being  above  all  to  set  the  record  straight,  to  nurture  a 
renaissance.  In  certain  countries  this  had  already  happened.  Difficult  decisions  therefore  had  to  be  faced 
in  deciding  where  to  look  for  the  first  major  exhibition  from  abroad.  France  vvould  have  been  the  most 
obvious  choice,  for  under  Pierre  Dehaye  the  Monnaie  in  Paris  has  brought  about  a  revival  of  medallic 
art.  Italy,  which  has  produced  very  fine  medals  by  men  like  Manzu  and  Emilio  Greco,  would  have  been 
another  likely  choice.  Most  obvious  of  all  would  have  been  Poland  or  Finland,  where  an  extraordinary 
rebirth  of  the  medal  has  taken  place.  Instead  the  choice  fell  upon  Hungary.  The  basic  reason  was  the 
excellence  of  modern  Hungarian  medals.  Another  consideration  also  tipped  the  scales  in  favour  of 
Hungary.  This  is  the  conviction  that  we  are  entering  a  period  when  Hungary  has  something  to  teach  the 
world. 

The  medals  in  the  exhibition  vary  from  deeply  poetical  things  such  as  Gabor  Gati's  “Which  language 
would  dare  do  it?”  to  the  evocation  of  what  the  best  of  the  modern  movement  is  about  in  Tibor  Csiky's 
“Malevich."  One  thing  all  these  contemporary  Hungarian  medals  have  in  common  is  superb  crafts¬ 
manship.  This  has  much  to  do  with  the  situation  in  Hungary  where  the  creative  often  work  closely  with 
industry.  This  contact  with  reality  also  enables  them  to  make  the  wry  comments  which  are  equally  a 
part  of  the  exhibition.  The  key  to  it  all  is.  though,  a  medal  by  Tamas  Asszonyi.  Three  bodies  trapped 
under  bars  symbolise  the  agony  of  mankind.  Hungary  is  a  country  where  the  qualities  of  the  heart  still 
matter.

A  splendid  catalogue  The  Modern  Hungarian  Medal:  Medals  and  Anti  Medals,  edited  and  with  an 
Introduction  by  Terence  Mullaly,  published  by  The  British  Art  Medal  Society  is  available  at  the  exhibi 
tion.  Mr  Mullaly's  ‘Introduction:  Hungary  and  the  Modern  Medal'  gives  a  succinct  view-  of  its  subject 
and  is  then  followed  by  two  contributions  by  Dr  Ildiko  Nagy  on  ‘Hungarian  Medals  1817-1945'  and 
‘The  Modern  Hungarian  Medal'.  She  also  selected  the  historical  section  of  the  exhibition.  Ron  Dutton 
contributes  ‘A  Comment  on  Technique'  and  there  is  a  select  bibliography,  a  very  interesting  section  of 
biographies  of  modern  Hungarian  medallists  compiled  by  Agnes  Dobai  and  a  catalogue  of  modern 
medals.  There  are  26  plates  of  medals  and  a  further  18  (including  historical  ones)  are  illustrated  in  the 
text  and  there  is  a  coloured  frontispiece. 

The  London  form  of  the  exhibition  at  Goldsmiths'  Hall.  Foster  Lane,  5-19  April,  will  be  much 
enlarged  as  it  will  include  the  historical  section,  ranging  back  to  Istvan  Ferenczy's  “Allegory  of  Peace" 
of  1817-18  and  there  will  also  be  a  fine  display  of  Neo-classical,  Art  Nouveau  and  Art  Deco  medals. 
Subsequently  the  exhibition  will  be  transferred  to  the  superb  setting  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  6  May- 
4  June,  and  will  end  its  British  tour  in  The  Shipley  Art  Gallery,  Gateshead,  2  1  July-19  August. 

Seldom  has  there  been  an  opportunity  in  this  country  for  a  medal  exhibition  to  be  seen  by  so  many 
different  people  at  different  venues.  It  is  an  opportunity  not  to  be  missed,  whether  one's  taste  lies  in  the 
appreciation  of  the  medal  per  se  or  in  the  modern  forms  that  it  often  now  takes,  even  to  Tamas 
Kordsenyi's  ‘I  made  it  with  my  Black  and  Decker'.  The  catalogue  is  a  must  for  anyone  interested  in 
medals,  a  fine  illustrated  guide  to  the  appreciation  of  medals  from  eastern  Europe  that  are  at  once 
visually  beautiful,  stimulating  and  exciting.  If  nothing  else,  this  exhibition  tells  us  that  the  art  of  the 
medallist  is  alive  and  well  in  Hungary.  Congratulations  arc  very  much  in  order  for  The  British  Art 
Medal  Society  in  sponsoring  this  exhibition,  and  long  may  it  continue  in  its  avow'ed  aim  at  representing 
the  art  of  the  medal  in  Britain.  Peter  A.  Clayton 


THE  TWO  LIONS  OF  BURMA 
RICHARD  PLANT 
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1  The  Chinthe 


2  The  To  or  Tonaya 


There  are  no  numismatic  representations  of  a  true-to-life  lion  on  the  Burmese  coinage  -  why 
should  there  be,  when  they  have  two  perfectly  good  mythological  lion-like  creatures,  the  To 
(or  Tonaya)  and  the  Chinthe?  The  To  appears  on  the  copper  eighth-mu  (quarter-anna)  of 
1878  minted  during  the  reign  of  King  Thibaw.  Shaw  and  Robinson  ( The  Coins  and 
Banknotes  of  Burma)  point  out  that  the  To  represents  Saturday,  the  day  on  which  Thibaw 
was  born.  This  animal  probably  derives  from  the  Chinese  dragon  -  just  as  there  are  Dragon- 
dances,  so  the  people  of  the  Shan  Hills  have  Tonaya-Dances,  with  two  men  inside  a  mock-up 
of  the  creature.  It  has  the  head  of  a  deer  combined  with  the  body  of  a  lion  and  sometimes  the 
feet  are  hooved.  When  the  To  is  used  as  the  design  for  the  bannister  of  a  staircase  it 
(naturally)  is  given  no  legs  at  all. 

The  Chinthe  is  much  more  common  on  the  coinage,  first  appearing  on  the  gold  of  1866; 
since  when  it  has  been  used  as  the  obverse  type  of  many  of  the  coins  of  the  post- 1949  period. 
This  is  the  creature  which  gave  its  name  to  the  fighting  force  of  World  War  II  known  as  the 
Chindits.  It  is  far  more  of  a  normally-shaped  lion  than  the  To,  but  has  a  number  of  orna¬ 
mental  embellishments. 

Statues  of  Chinthes  are  placed  at  the  entrance  to  a  Burmese  Pagoda,  and  Mr  U.  Khin  has 
given  me  the  explanation  as  to  why  this  should  be  so:  it  comes  from  the  Jataka  stories  which 
are  a  Buddhist  literature  dealing  with  the  Buddha’s  previous  incarnations.  A  certain  princess 
was  shaming  her  parents  by  her  wanton  behaviour;  so  they  drove  her  out  into  the  forest. 
There  she  met  a  lion  who  fell  in  love  with  her,  and  they  had  two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl. 
These  were  of  normal  human  shape  but  the  boy  was  particularly  strong  and  courageous  and 
earned  the  name  Thiha  Bahu  (Thiha  means  ‘lion’)  but,  as  he  was  very  ashamed  of  having  a 
lion  for  a  father,  he  left  home  and  eventually  ended  up  as  King  of  a  certain  city.  Meanwhile, 
the  lion  was  looking  for  his  boy  and  eventually  came  to  the  city  where  his  son  was  king. 
Unfortunately  he  was  doing  a  terrible  amount  of  damage,  and  the  citizens  appealed  to  their 
king  to  help  them.  Thiha  Bahu  took  down  his  bow  and  led  the  hunt.  Coming  face  to  face  with 
his  unrecognised  father  he  shmt  at  him  but  somehow  his  father’s  love  turned  the  arrows  aside 
until  eventually  the  lion  his  his  temper  and  prepared  to  pounce  on  Thiha;  at  that  moment 
Thiha  was  able  to  shoot  him  in  the  heart.  The  boy’s  mother  then  arrived,  too  lat  to  save  the 
lion’s  life  but  in  time  to  tell  Thiha  Bahu  what  he  had  done,  and  to  fill  his  heart  with  remorse. 

He  wanted  to  honour  his  father,  but  he  was  still  very  embarrassed  about  his  birth  so,  to  be 
able  to  pay  due  respect  without  letting  out  too  many  secrets,  Thiha  ordered  that  statues  of 
lions  be  placed  at  the  entrance  to  every  pagoda  and,  sculptors  being  sculptors,  the  lions  soon 
gained  the  embellishments  that  turned  them  into  Chinthes. 
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BOOK  REVIEW 

Early  Medieval  Coins  from  Lincoln  and  its  Shire.  Mark  Blackburn,  Christina  Colyer  and  Michael 
Dolley.  The  Archaeology  of  Lincoln,  vol.  VI—  1 ,  Lincoln  Archaeological  Trust,  1083.  11}  x  84  ins. 
46  pp.,  65  figures  and  3  maps.  Paperback,  £6.95  (inch  postage). 

This  is  one  ol  a  series  of  fascicules  planned  to  cover  the  important  archaeological  excavations  in  Lincoln 
since  1970,  and  particularly  since  the  Lincoln  Archaeological  Trust  was  set  up  in  1972.  Most  of  these 
parts  will  be  reports  on  finds  from  the  city  itself,  but  this  one  also  covers  finds  from  the  county.  This 
survey  is  a  model  ol  its  kind.  Not  only  is  each  coin  listed  by  reign,  type,  date.  mint,  moneyer,  weight  and 
die  axis,  with  find  spot  and  date  of  discovery,  present  location  and  principal  reference,  but  the  main  text 
sets  each  coin  and  find  in  its  proper  historical  context.  The  whole  gives  a  comprehensive  insight  into  the 
fluctuating  economic  prosperity  of  the  city  and  county  which  developed  from  the  ancient  kingdom  of 
Lindsey. 

The  picture  that  emerges  is  one  of  limited  use  of  coinage  during  the  time  the  area  was  ruled  by  the 
kings  of  Mercia,  followed  by  a  considerable  increase  in  commercial  activity,  particularly  in  the  city  itself, 
from  the  beginnings  of  Danish  settlement  in  and  around  Lincoln  in  the  early  870s.  Until  the  end  of  the 
tenth  century  coins  are  mostly  of  local  mintage,  but  during  the  eleventh  century  Lincoln  appears  to  have 
attracted  trade  from  a  far  wider  area.  The  monograph  is  illustrated  with  histograms  and  most  carefully 
drawn  coins  in  the  text  (an  excellent  means  of  reproducing  pieces  which  are  worn  or  fragmented)  and 
three  maps  help  to  set  the  scene,  though  a  fourth  indicating  contour  and  fenland  would  have  been 
welcome.  There  is  a  bibliography,  and  resumes  in  English,  French  and  German.  We  shall  await,  with 
interest,  coverage  of  coinage  of  earlier  and  later  periods.  Peter  Sea  by

fascinating  story  and  will  appeal  to  a  much  wider  audience  than  banknote  collectors  alone.  The  aspects 
ol  local  history  for  that  part  of  Devon  and  the  stories  behind  many  of  the  issues  bring  life  to  the  banking 
profession  of  the  period  in  the  south-west.

On  14  January,  the  American  Numismatic  Society  awarded  its  prestigious  Archer  M.  Huntington  medal 
for  numismatic  scholarship  to  Dr  Herbert  A.  Cahn  of  Basle.  He  is  the  63rd  recipient  of  the  medal.  Dr 
Cornelius  Vermeule,  Curator  of  Classical  Art  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  described  Dr  Cahn 
as  “a  person  who  has  viewed  the  science  of  ancient  numismatics  from  many  aspects”.  He  had  been  a 
“moving  spirit  of  ancient  numismatics”  for  more  than  40  years  and  his  family  firm,  Munzen  and 
Medaillen  A.G.,  had  been  a  leader  in  its  production  of  well-illustrated,  scholarly  catalogues.  Amongst 
the  many  numismatic  achievements  to  Dr  Cahn's  credit  must  be  noted  his  work  as  a  founder  and 
secretary  of  the  International  Association  of  Professional  Numismatists.  His  numismatic  studies  had 
covered  many  aspects  of  the  numismatics  of  the  ancient  world  and  his  particular  work  on  the  coinage  of 
Sicilian  Naxos  (1944)  and  of  Knidos  in  archaic  and  classical  times  (1970)  call  for  especial  note.  We  con¬ 
gratulate  Dr  Cahn  and  heartily  applaud  the  ANS's  choice.

The  obverse  probably  copies  a  solidus  of  Valens  (A.D.  364-378)  where  the  diademed  and  draped  bust 
faces  right  (here  it  is  to  the  left).  The  legend  on  the  original  would  have  read:  D.N.  VALENS 
PER.F.AVG. 

The  reverse  appears  to  copy  that  of  a  solidus  of  Constantius  II  (A.D.  337-361).  The  original  type  shows 
Roma  and  Constantinopolis  seated,  holding  a  shield  inscribed  VOT.  XXX.  MVLT  XXXX.  The  legend 
reads:  GLORIA  REIPVBLICAE.  A  swastika  has  crept  into  the  copy  design  below  the  shield. 

The  mounting  of  original  late  Roman  and  early  Byzantine  gold  coins  in  this  manner  (as  well  as  making  copies  so  mounted)  is  well 
known  in  the  Late  Antique  world.  A  number  were  published  by  Joan  M.  Fagerlie,  on  plates  XXI-XXI1  of  Late  Roman  and 
Byzantine  Sotidi found  in  Denmark  and  Sweden  (Amer.  Num.  Soc..  Numis.  Notes  &  Monographs  No.  157.  New  York,  1967).  Imita 
tions  are  featured  on  plates  XIII-XIV,  although  the  material  published  there  relates  to  solidi  of  the  later  fourth  and  fifth  centuries 
A.D.  Professor  Philip  Grierson  has  noted  that  such  hybrid  imitations  are  not  unknown  and  for  copies  to  represent  emperors  of 
different  centuries  (Fagerlie,  op.  cit..  p.  9,  n.  12). 

It  is  very  unlikely  that  this  piece  was  found  in  Britain;  jewellery  items  of  this  nature  are  more  commonly  found  in  northern 
European  contexts. 

To  assess  the  value  of  an  item  such  as  this  is  extremely  difficult,  most  examples  appear  to  be  in 
museums.  We  would  estimate  a  minimum  value  of  £300.  Our  suggestion  is  therefore  to  conduct  a  ‘mini’
